Revenue Sharing Allocations: * are 4 

Mr. Savage explained the Commissioners’ proposal is to 
spend $30,000 for the jail, $40,000 for mutual aid and $55,000 
for board and care of children. The 1974 and 1975 fed. rev. 
sharing funds total $245,864. The 1973 fed. rev. sharing funds 
have been allocated and dispensed. 


Blue Cross increases: 


Mr. Savage explained they received today breakdown of 
cost of the mental health law. Previously was 7.81 per month 
per person, now will be 10.08 — an increase of 2.27. The cost 
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per year for an employee with family will be approximately 
72.00. 22.7% of the increase is due to the mental health law. 
There are presently 65 employees covered by Blue Cross. 
$5,500 already budgeted. Approximately $1,400 additional 
will be needed. 


Adjustments in budgets of Register of Deeds and Dept. 
of Welfare: 


It was pointed out that welfare budget’s had been reduced 
considerably. Consolidation of indexes has been completed. 


4100: 
Mr. Nims says he will not take up the balance of archi- 


tect’s fee since it was not included in the notice published in 
the newspaper. 


Mr. Whipple wondered why we have to take up something 
at a public hearing that we have to raise anyway. 


Funding request for Keene Regional Council on Aging: 

Mr. Eaton explained this is a vital project which allows 
people to remain in their own homes rather than going to 
nursing homes. In 1975, the Council averaged 65 non-repetitive 
ealls per week. 


Mrs. Warner, the project director of the Homemaker/ 
Home Health Aide Services spoke, said the majority of people 
ealled upon were in Keene. 


Mr. Fillback wondered why the County should finance this 
since the people were mostly in Keene. 


Mr. Nims asked how the K. C. A. gets its membership. It 
was explained the Keene Visiting Nurses Association is under 
contract to the K. C. A. Mr. Eaton said most of the people 
visited were referred to them by doctors. 


Mrs. Warner: requesting $11,809 from County. Mr. Louis 
said we should look to fed. rev. sharing to help fund this. 


Mr. Whipple pointed out that if towns voted down re- 
quests for funds for this, seems to indicate they don’t want it. 


Miss Adelaid Burdine spoke of the lack of communication, 
many towns are not aware this service exists. 


Mr. Wallace spoke at some length: program was begun 
with a grant under Title XX. Limited to age 60 or over. 
Prohibited from charging a fee. 90% federal funding, 10% 
local. Point out every town pays percentage of cost for those 
welfare recipients in nursing homes. Title XX was regardless 
of age, funding under this was 75%-25%. (25% must be in 
cash, can’t be donated services.) If money not forthcoming 
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from county, program will end. Original thought was to go to 
county for 25% and request amounts from towns based on 
amount of usage. $87,600 would be cost to maintain 60 people 
in nursing homes vs. $12,000 this way.

Rep. Whipple explained that the Keene Council on Aging 
budget request has been reduced from $11,000 to $8,000. No 
reconsideration of previous denial was asked by the Committee. 


4100.13. Employees’ Retirement raised from $5,500 to 
$7,000. | 


4190.53. Direct Aid. Cut from $85,000 to $60,000. This due 
to new Director. 


Rep. Whipple suggested we attempt to keep Doris Holman 
who is responsible for these cuts. Change salaries figure from 
$12,920 to $11,000. She can handle all of it so Manpower fellow 
ean be let go. The cut in Direct Aid from a year ago is almost 
50%. 


Discussion of repercussions from clients. 3 cases went to 
Legal Aid but complaints were dropped due to Mrs. Holman’s 
supporting information. 


6100. Jail. More trouble with the hardened criminals. 
Guards want more pay. $15/wk. increase for guards and 
$10/wk. increase for backup men. $56,813 would be salary total 
with requested raises (up from $53,813). There is a hard core 
group — Wilson, ete. Many fires started, holes punched in cell 
ceilings. 


New figure for electricity is $8,000. Was high at $9,000. 
Committee recommend cut to $8,000. 


6200. Prisoners held in other institutions, Present budget 
figure is zero. But now there are 2 prisoners at other institu- 
tions. Suggestion made that rather than hold another public 
hearing, can later transfer the funds or put in budget an 
amount less than $1,000. Motion made to budget $950. So voted. 


Report of the Sheriff’s Committee: 


Rep. Wells explained the Committee has not BABS 8 final 
report from Curran. 
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Report of the Commissioners’ Committee: 


Rep. Lynch distributed copies of committee’s findings and 
recommendations. (see four attached sheets). 


-Rep. Lynch explained the report and the reasons for its 
recommendation of a full time office manager, the government 
process is going to grow. Coos County has an executive secre- 
tary. Either Hillsboro or Merrimack has an office manager who 
receives annual salary of $12,000. Committee has no individual 
in mind for the position. It foresees possible future com- 
puterized bookkeeping. No comments from the Commissioners. 
Commissioners’ Committee recommended $6,500 for remainder 
of the year. 


Rep. Heald would like it in the record that the committee 
did a recommendable job. 


Rep. Callahan said another public hearing would be 
necessary. 


Comm. Louis: a manager would read federal directory to 
see what funds would apply and be available.

The year 1976 was a year of continuing progress for 
Cheshire County. 


The warranty inspection and final acceptance of the 
sewage treatment facility at Maplewood Home was held thus 
geiving the County Home facility a sanitary and ecologically 
sound waste treatment plant. This plant serves the jail and 
house of corection, the County Farm and Maplewood Nursing 
Home. 


Progress has been made on the new nursing home being 
constructed in Westmoreland. The Commissioners look for-

Continuing effort is being made to find a practical and 
economically sound solution to the Court House problem. To 
this end, the architectural firm of Fleck & Lewis of Hanover, 
N.H., was authorized to complete a preliminary review of 
potential solutions to the Court House problem by starting 
with the existing Court House and adding to it. At the same 
time, the appraisal firm of Joseph Kenney Associates of Man- 
chester, N. H., was hired jointly by the County and the City of 
Keene to establish certain property values so as to initiate a 
land swap between the City and the County. 
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A Cheshire County Bicentennial Commission Program 
was held in July with a commemorative tree planting service 
held at Maplewood Home in Westmoreland. 


The position of assistant county prosecutor was initiated 
by the Commissioners using funds available through the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Act. This setup should expedite the 
court cases handled by the County Attorney and also greatly 
assist county law enforcement personnel prepare their cases 
for trial. 7 | ) 


In year end elections, Commissioner Richard W. Louis of 
Spofford was defeated by Republican David G. Adams of 
Westmoreland. The Commissioners expressed their thanks to 
Commissioner Louis for a job well done, and look forward to 
working with Commissioner elect Adams. |

Comments on Operations 


Exhibit A is a Cost Statement for the Cheshire County Home and 
Maplewood Nursing Home. The cost per day is based on total patient 
days of 25,317. The average cost per patient day was $24.58 for the year 
1976 aS compared with $22.21 for 1975. The increase is attributable to 
increased costs, most notably, those involving wages. 


Exhibit B is a Statement for the County Home and Maplewood 
Nursing Home. Total income amounted to $465,543 and total ex- 
penditures, excluding the Jail and Farm, amounted to $622,257, resulting 
in a deficit of $159,647. 


In Schedules B-1 through B-7 are shown the details of the operat- 
ing expenses for the County Home and Maplewood Nursing Home. 


‘The bond interest and principal payments for 1976 on the new 
nursing home are being capitalized as the new home is still under con- 
struction. These payments will be depreciated over the useful life of the 
new home once it is put into operation.

The popular notion of a judge is that he continually sits 
in court trying cases and listening to evidence or presiding 
over jury trials. 


But he must also decide the cases he hears without a jury, 
and some of these cases are very complicated and require much 
research and study. That the judge does in chambers or in the 
law library. 


Also there is much work done by attorneys on the plead- 
ings — the papers that tell what the case is about. The judge 
has to look at these to see if the case should really be in court. 
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When the case gets closer to trial, the judge spends more time 
with the attorneys, making certain everyone understands what 
the case is about and trying to settle it without the expense of 
trial. Most cases are settled that way, although several hear- 


ings are often required.

The number of cases disposed of each year is no indication 
of the number of hearings held by the Court. That is, to dis- 
pose of one case an average of at least three hearings is re- 
quired on temporary orders, or injunctions, attachments, mo- 
tions of all types and pre-trial procedures. Many hearings are 
held on all new eases filed, the pending cases as well as the 
final hearing that leads to the disposition of the case. 


Furthermore, the Judicial Council estimates that a judge 
is required to spend approximately the same amount of time off 
the bench as he does on to do research, write orders and 
opinions, hold motion hearings and perform administrative 
paperwork connected with the job. 


The motions heard in chambers by the Judges avoid the 
expense of courtroom use and allow stenographers and court 
personnel to tend to other duties. 


The increase in felonies can be noted in the rise in the 
number of indictments. Felonies take much longer to try, and 
thus the number of criminal cases has increased, which will 
mean less judge time for civil matters. Not shown is the amount 
of time that is needed even when a trial is waived and a plea 
of guilty is entered, because sentencing judges must now place 
on the record a showing that the defendant knowingly waived 
a number of Constitutional rights. Without the large number 
of pleas, our court system would be largely devoted to criminal 
trials. The caseload of criminal cases has increased considerably 
in the last three years, particularly of the more serious type. 


_ By selective use of masters in non-jury civil matters be- 
tween sessions of the formal court, and many “out of court 
settlements,” Cheshire County to date has been able to avoid a 
serious backlog in civil cases pending for trial.

REPORT OF COUNTY ATTORNEY FOR 1976 


Nineteen Hundred and Seventy six was a busy and 
productive year for the office of the County Attorney. As pre- 
viously reported, violent crimes haye been on the increase in 
Cheshire County and 1976 was no exception, The use of fire- 
arms has become more prevalent in the commission of crimes 
and Cheshire County was the scene of several armed robberies 
and victims threatened with their lives. Due to effective police 
work and cooperation of several different Law Enforcement 
Agencies the persons responsible for the commissions of the 
violent crimes were apprehended and brought to trial. Informa- 
tion received from an accomplice led to the arrest and con- 
viction of four other individuals responsible for most of the 
robberies within Cheshire County. In addition, investigators 
working with the office of the County Attorney were able to 
solve several robberies outside of Cheshire County and numer- 
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ous burglaries in and around Cheshire County. Further in- 
formation eventually led to the apprehension and conviction 
of some of these individuals for commission of multiple mur- 
ders in Tewksbury, Massachusetts and others are presently on 
trial for murders in Greenfield, Massachusetts. Apprehension 
of these individuals was due, in large part, to Detective Ser- 
geant Douglas Fish of the Keene Police Department and State 
Police Detective Joseph Broderick working with Assistant 
County Attorney, Arthur Trombly and myself. 


Assistant County Attorney, Arthur Trombly resigned in 
order to devote his full time to private practice and his services 
will be sorely missed. Because of the increased activity in Court 
and demands made for legal advice from various Law Enforce- 
ment Agencies the County Commissioners applied for and re- 
ceived a man for a full time Assistant County Attorney and a 
full time secretary. It is expected that the office will be able 
to offer more assistance to local police departments in the dis- 
trict courts throughout the County. 


Litigation relative to the construction of the Court House 
finally came to a culmination when the County Delegation 
voted to rescind the bond issue to finance the construction of 
the Court House and a ruling from Bond Council that this ac- 
tion on prior delegations authorizing the construction. On a 
more hopeful note. the County Officials and the City of Keene 
have begun intensive negotiations which appear to promise the 
construction of a new Court House and administrative facilities 
on the present site on Court Street. 


Finally I would like to express my personal thanks to 
Sheriff George Schnyer and Deputy Sheriff Robert Bonner for 
their many courtesies and cooperation extended me over the 
years while they were with the County Sheriff’s Department. 
I would also like to thank the many unnamed Law Enforce- 
ment Officers throughout the County and elsewhere who have 
assisted us greatly in effective prosecution of the cases sub- 
mitted to this office.

FIRE MUTUAL AID 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners: 


Year 1976 was a year of more fires, more police complaints 
to handle, more medical emergencies, more alarms installed 
and received. However, due to the excellent response of all 
safety agencies, pre-planning, and the increased cooperation 
between Departments our overall losses were well below the 
national averages. 


A great deal of time was spent in an effort to improve the 
area ambulance communications. With the cooperation of 
Robert Diluzio of Diluzio Ambulance Service, the licensee for 
the area frequency most of the area ambulances were modified 
to operate on his channel. The base transmitter is located at 
Hyland Hill, Westmoreland with the control points at Fire 
Mutual Aid and Cheshire Hospital. The ambulances are dis- 
patched by Fire Mutual Aid personnel and once activated have 
radio communications with fire mutual aid and/or the emer- 
gency room at Cheshire Hospital. The need for this improved 
communications is reflected in the number of calls received by 
Mutual Aid Dispatch during 1976 for accidents, Rescue, 
Medical emergencies, Resuscitator and Ambulances. Follow- 
ing is a breakdown of Fire and Medical emergency ealls for

The fire resulting in the atta test numbers of fire apparatus 
dispatched for the Control of the fire’ and for the protection 
of exposed areas was the Hopkins Grain Mill in Greenfield, 
N.H., on June 27 at 3:26 A.M. In addition to the Greenfield 
Department Mutual Aid dispatched 12 departments. with 18 
fire trucks to the scene and an additional 8 Departments with 
8 trucks and 46 men to fill in at the depleted area fire sta- 
tions.

The Hinsdale Lions Club presented to Fire Mutual Aid a 
teletype machine which will allow deaf persons in the area 
with a portable machine to make emergency calls for Fire, 
Rescue, Ambulance or Police service. Hinsdale Lions Club 
President Richard H. Worden noted “It is the basic objective 
of Lions to aid health impaired people.” The converted tele- 
type operates through an acoustic coupler which translates a 
typed message into audible code, transmitting it over telehone 
lines to another coupler. The coded message is then translated 
back to a typed message. The machines are being provided by 
the Lions to any deaf persons in the area. These people dial 
Fire Mutual Aid on their phone. A weird noise on the phone 
tells the dispatcher a message is coming from a coupler ma- 
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chine. He goes to the teletype and puts out in type “Mutual 
Aid, go ahead with your message.” The call is thus received 
and aid is dispatched. 


The Center is equipped with six different radio trans- 
mitters. Automatic counters were installed in late 1975 to 
count the number of radio transmissions made on four of the 
busier ones. County Police Channel 203,305; Fire 146,070; Am- 
bulance 26,208 for a total of 375,578 transmissions or an average 
of 1,028 a day. In excess of 80,000 telephone calls were handled 
and 4,986 Police complaints requiring the response of an of- 
ficer were recorded. 


During 1975 through the CETA program Dispatchers were 
funded at various times during the Year. Funding ran out on 
these programs on June 30, 1976, and the Dispatchers were 
picked up in the regular budget allowing us to now schedule 
two men on duty at the Console at all times. 


Because of the continuing expansion of Fire and security 
alarms being installed by Honeywell Protection our actual in- 
come paid to the County exceeded our estimate by some 
$1,196.20 for a total of $19,196.20.

County — Towns served — 10. Homemaker-Home Health Aide 
service is provided to maintain, strengthen, improve and safe- 
guard the home and family life for individuals when such 
service is appropriate. The Homemaker-Home Health Aides 
are especially trained for the care and functioning of de- 
pendent, physically or emotionally ill children and adults in 
their homes wherever no responsible person is available for 
this purpose. 


The Registered Nurse of the Visiting Nurse Agency and 
the Homemaker-Home Health Aide work together as a team. 
The Registered Nurse carefully assesses the total patient situa- 
tion to determine need; confers with patient’s physician and 
then develops a suitable written care plan to meet patient’s 
need. The Registered Nurse assigns the Homemaker-Home 
Health Aide, reviews patient care plan with her and makes the 
introductory visit with the aide to each new patient. 


Supervisory services are made every two weeks by the 
Registered Nurse who has the responsibility for knowing that 
the Aide has given care in accordance with patient’s care plan. 
This Supervisory Nurse notes any changes in patient’s condi- 
tion on each visit, re-evaluating need and revising care plan as 
necessary and re-checking with patient’s physician regarding 
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patient’s progress. Types of situations where the Homemaker- 
Home Health Aide program has proven helpful were:

Where the service of the Homemaker-Home Health 
Aide enables an earlier discharge from the hospital.
